ing wheat from the time of its seeding 
in the fall until cold weather sets in. 
Thecircnlar contains a series of questions 
for which answers are requested at a 
date not later than December 1, 1884. 


The model autumn weather has not 


been giveu to the farmers in this county 
in vain, for every where they have utilized 
it to collect into the pens and cribs the 
corn crop, which, in point of size, is an 
agreeable surprise to tho croakers who 
predicted during the summer drought 
that it would be a quarter crop, a half 
crop, or anything but a fair yield of 
that grain. The late fall allowed the 
latent planted fields to fully mature, and 
now some of the most productive fields 
of corn ever harvested in the county are 
being gathered.
